In the instant case 
unpatentability of group I invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the group II 
invention, since the device of the group I invention could be made by a process different than the 
one proposed in the group II invention. For example, instead of "anisotropically etching a first 
set of channels" one selectively deposits a first set of channels in claim 28. * 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
